1. JAPAN 

ASSISTANT JUDGE SHIRO KITO, ACCUSED BY YOMIURI SHIMBUN OF 
IMPERSONATING GOVT'S PROSECUTOR GENRL IN TELEPHONE CALL TO 
MIKI IN ORDER IMPLICATE FORMER PM IN LOCKHEED COVERUP, HAS 
IGNORED SUMMONS TO APPEAR BEFORE PARLIAMENTARY COURT EMPOW- 
ERED REMOVE HIM FROM OFFICE. AT PRESS CONF, KITO TERMED 
TRIAL "WITCH HUNT." IMPEACHMENT COURT HEARINGS SCHEDULED 
RESUME FRI, WITH OR W/O KITO (WP). 

KEEPING OECD PLEDGE/RESPONDING TO EC CRITICISM, JAPAN SHIP 
BUILDERS' ASSN DECIDES STOP ACCEPTING NEW SHIP ORDERS FROM 
FRG FOR TIME BEING. PLEDGE CONTAINS FEW EXCEPTIONS, DOES 
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NOT INCLUDE SHIPS FOR REGISTRATION W/OTHER COUNTRIES

JAPAN MAKES FORMAL COMPLAINT BEFORE GATT'S ANTI-DUMPING 
CMTE AGAINST IMPOSITION OF ANTI-DUMPING DUTIES ON JAPANESE 
BALL BEARINGS BY EC. CMTE PLANS NO IMMEDIATE ACTION, WILL
